OFF ALMOST ALL FOODS 
AND OFF WHISKY AND BEER 


CEILINGS KEPT

Agency Says Only 3 Pct. 
Of Foods Now Are Un- 
der Curbs — Action 
Termed Necessary to 
Avoid Confusion. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23 (AP)— 
OPA virtualhy ended wartime price 
controls over food and beverages 
today. 

The agency removed price ceil- 
ings from all foods and beverages 
except sugar, sirups and rice, ef- 
fective at one minute past mid- 
night tonight. 

At the same time price ceilings 
were lifted from all sales of food 
and beverages by restaurants and 
other sellers. 

Principal items freed by the 
sweeping action include ftour, 
bread and bakery products; 
canned fish; candy; bananas; 
oranges; canned tomatoes and to- 
mato products; canned pineapple 
and pineapple juice, breakfast 
cereals, macaroni and spaghetti. 

The agency said the action com- 
pleted the decontrol of all raw 
and processed foods, both domes- 


tic anc imported, and all bever- 
[ges including whisky, beer and 


soft drinks with the following ex- 
1. “Sugar and sugar solutions’ '. 


fncluding all grades of edible 

sirups and molasses and black 

strap molasses. 

2. “Corn sugar and corn ¢yrup. 

3. “Blended sirups which con- 
tain at least 2 per cent by weight 
or volume of sugar, sugar solu- 
tions, corn sugar or corn sirup, 
either singly or in combinations; 

4. “Rough and finished rice. 

5. “All oils, edible and inedible, 
imported and domestic, except 
those specifically exempted from 
control under supplementary 
order 132.” 

OPA said that this and pre- 
vious decontrg] actions leaves only 
about 3 per cent of all foods un- 
der price control.

Mayor’s Committee, 
Formed in July, Has 
Settled Two Strikes 
and Averted Two—De- 
manded by Unions,

LOUISVILLE, Ky., 
Louisville has tested its new 
Labor - Management Committee, 
modeled on the successful Toledo 
Plan, and likes it. 

Since it began functioning last 
July, the committee has settled 
two critical strikes and averted 
two others. In a third strike, 
settled yesterday after 26 days, 
Management preferred to deal 
through the United States Con- 
ciliation Service while the strikers 
carried banners demanding arbi- 
tration by the Mayor’s Committee. 

Edward H. Weyler, secretary- 
treasurer of the Kentucky State 
Federation of Labor, AFL, for the 
last 10 years, a member of the 
committee, told the Post-Dispatch: 
“Labor has fared well through the 
committee. I can recommend 
this type of labor peace effort 
when sincere and upright com- 
munity leaders are selected for 
the committee.”

Bakeries Look for Some 
Rise of Specialties— 
Meat Plentiful, Prices 
Still Up. 


Removal of price controls on 
food and beverages is expected to 
have little effect on living costs 
in St. Louis, industry spokesmen 
said today when informed of OPA 
action, 


Two leading bakeries said they 
expected no increase in the retail 
price of bread, 
supplies and keen competition, 


said no incrase in the retail price 
of beer was expected, and the St. 
Louis Tavern Operators’ Associa- 
tion, which represents 500 estab- 
lishments in the city, said no gen- 
eral price increases would be 
necessary in view of increases 
granted during the price control 
period. 

Prices of some retail bakery lux- 
ury products will go up, E, J. 
Schmidt, president of the St. Louis 
Master Bakers’ Association, said. 
He pointed out that shortening 
has advanced from 8 to 43 cents a 
pound and other costs have 
soared, Certain products requir- 
ing coconut, chocolate or butter, 
which have been absent from bak- 
ery counters for some time be- 
cause they could not profitably be 
handled under price control, will 
reappear soon, but at higher 
prices, he said, | 

Meat prices remained high to- 
day, both at National Stockyards 
and in retail markets, the pre-

He also 
spoke at a luncheon meeting at 
Hotel Statler in behalf of the sale 
of United States savings bonds. 

In an interview with the Post- 
Dispatch he declared that “unem- 
ployment is at the lowest ebb in 
our history. Installation of tele- 
phones, car loadings, mail volume 
and electric power consumption 
all indicate rapidly increasing bus- 
iness and industrial activity.” 

However, he warned that “an- 
other round of strikes,” lowering 
production, or that higher prices 
could interfere with an otherwise 
optimistic economic outlook. A 
“general wage increase” would 
“affect prices materially,” he 
added, | 

If high-level production con- 
tinues, the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury said, the chances for achiev- 
ing a balanced budget by the end 
of the fiscal year, next June 30, 
“look very good at this time.” 

Snyder, incidentaNy, revealed 
that he was consulted in the deci- 
sion to break off loan negotiations 
with Czechoslovakia. He said he 
“supports fully the position of Sec- 
retary of State Byrnes” in taking 
this action because Czechoslo- 
vakian representatives backed a 
Russian criticism of United States 
economic policy in Europe.

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Medical Language Confuses Doctor 
Too, So He Urges It Be Simplified 


DETROIT, Oct. 23 (AP)—Those 
$64 medical words that have long 
baffled the layman can be just as 
confusing to a doctor, one of them 


admits. 

Dr. William Carpenter Mac- 
Carty Sr. of the Mayo Clinic 
suggested to the International 
College of Surgeons yesterday that 
they try simplifying their lan- 
guage a bit. 

Nowadays, Dr. MacCarty said, 
when a Russian, for example, 
tosses a tongue-twister at an 
American doctor, the latter can’t 
do much more than smile wanly 
and nod his head, And vice versa. 
Neither one may know what the 
other is talking about. 

As a start toward simplifying 


things, Dr. MacCarty chose for 
his subject at the annual conven- 


tion of the college’s United States 
chapter “An International Nomen- 
clature and Classification of Neo- 
plasms.” 

Take the word “oligodendrog- 
lima,” he told reporters after his 
address, What's that mean? 

No response, ; 

It defines a certain form of 
tumor, Dr. MacCarty explained, 
but it doesn't say whether it's 
malignant or not. Therefore, to 
simplify matters, he proposed that 
the term be scrapped and that 
“ependymoblastoma” be used in- 
stead. 

Now there’s a simple, straight- 
forward word, Dr. MacCarty 
maintained. It describes the same 
sort of ailment except that it 
makes it clear that the tumor is 
malignant,

Haircuts, which have been 75 
cents at West End barbershops, 
will advance to $1 Nov. 4, and the 
price of a shave will increase from 
40 to 50 cents, Frederick Elder, 
vice president of the West End 
Barbers’ Association, said today.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 23 (AP)— 
The United States accused Russia 
today of forcing Bulgaria to 
“suppress” an American protest 


concerning elections to be held in 
Bulgaria this month. 

The action, coinciding with the 
opening of the United Nations 
general assembly in New York, 
was disclosed by Lincoln White, 
State Department press attache. 
He made public information re- 
ceived from Maynard B. Barnes, 
American political representative 
in Sofia, Bulgaria. 

Barnes reported that Soviet Col. 
| Gen. Sergei Biryusov, Russian rep- 
|resentative on the tri-power Bul- 
garian control commission, had 
issued “oral instructions” to sup-

He said Birytfsov issued those 
instructions “without consulta- 
tion” with the British and Ameri- 
can representative on the control 
commission, 

On orders from the Bulgarian 
ministry on foreign affairs, he 
said, the Bulgarian ministry of in- 
formation then instructed the Bul- 
garian press not to publish the 
correspondence on the point, 

The correspondence .dealt with 
American allegations that safe- 
guards for pol:tical freedom are 
lackiny;, in connection with Bul- 
garian elections set for Oct. 27. 

The five-part exchange was 
among Secretary of State Byrnes, 
Bulgarian Prime Minister Kimon 
Georgiev, and the American and 
Soviet representatives on the Bul- 
garian contro] commission. It had 
been made available to the Bul- 
garian press by the American mis- 
sion in Sofia. 

Wh'te said the Bulgarian lan- 
guage edition of “The Voice of 
America” radio program “will 
broadcast the news of the suppres- 
sion of the United States Govern- 
ment official communication.” 

White said the suppression ac- 
tion itself was in “direct contra- 
diction to the assurances regard- 
ing freedom of the press set forth 
in the Bulgarian Prime Minister's 
letter te Secretary Byrnes.” 

In that letter, dated Oct. 9, 
Georgiev wrote: “Freedom of the 
press ‘n our country within the 
limits of existing law is fully as- 
sured, At this moment three oppo- 
sition newspapers appear without 
hindrance as the organs of three 
opposition parties . In these 
newspapers expression is freely 
given t opposition views and to 
fairly exacting criticism of the 
government,”

are here today were present then. 


It was the final day of the con- 


ference at San Francisco, when the United Nations charter was 
signed, On that day the constitutional foundation of the United 


. Nations was laid. 
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For the people of my country 
this meeting has a special historic 
significance. After the First 
World War the United States re- 
fused to join the League of Na- 
tions and our seat was empty at 
the first meeting of the League 
Assembly. This time the United 
States is not only a member. It 
ig host to the United Nations. 
“Neighbors and Friends.” 

I can assure you that the Gov- 
ernment and the people of the 
United States are deeply proud 
and grateful that the United Na- 
‘tions has ghosen our country for 
its headquarters. We will extend 
the fullest measure of co-opera- 
tion in making a home for the 
United Nations in this country. 
The American people welcome the 
delegates and the secretariat of 
the United Nations as good neigh- 
bors and warm friends. 

This meeting of the Assembly 
symbolizes the abandonment by

It is important to remember the 
intended place of the United Na- 
tions in moving toward this goal. 
The United Nations—as an organ- 
ization—was not intended to settle 
the problems arising immediately 
out of the war, The United Na- 
tions was intended to provide the 
means for maintaining interna- 
tional peace in the future after 
just settlements have been made, 

The settlement of these prob- 
Jems was deliberately consigned 
to negotiations among the Aliies 
as distinguished from the United 
Nations. This was done in order to 
give the United Nations a better 
opportunity and a freer hand to 
carry out its long-range task of 
providing peaceful means for the 
adjustment of future differences, 
some of which might arise out of 
the settlements made as a result 
of this war. 

U.N, Is Handicapped. 

The United Nations cannot, 
however, fulfill adequately its own 
responsibilities until the peace set- 
thements have been made and un- 
less these settlements form a solid 
foundation upon which to build a 
permanent peace.

Every nation needs 
peace. 
Need for New Agencies. 

To avoid war and rumors and 
danger of war the peoples of al! 
countries must not only cherish 
peace as an ideal but they must 
develop means of settling con- 
flicts between nations in accord- 
ence with principles of law and 
“Fustice. 

The difficulty is that it is easier 


to get people to agree upon peace 
as an ideal than to agree upon 
principles of law and justice or 
to agree to subject their own acts 
to the collective judgment of man- 
kind. 

But difficult as the task may be, 
the path along which agreement 
may be sought, with hope of suc- 
cess, is clearly defined. 


In the first place, every mem- 
ber of the United Nations is le- 
gally and morally bound by the 
charter to keep the peace, More 
specifically, every member is 
bound to refrain in its interna- 
tional relations from the threat, 
or use, of force against the terri- 
torial integrity or political inde- 
pendence of any atate. 

In the second place, I remind 
ou that 23 members of the United 

ations have bound themselves b 
the charter of the Nuernberg 
tribunal to the principle that 
planning, initiating or waging 4 
war of aggression is a crime 
against humanity for which indi- 
viduals as well as states shall be 
tried before the bar of interna- 
tional justice. 

The basic principles upon which 
We are agreed go far, but not far 
enough, in removing fear of war 
from the world, There must be 
agreement upon a positive, con- 
structive course of action as well. 

The peoples of the world know 
that there can be no real peace 
unless it is peace with justice for 
all—justice for small nations and 
for large nations and justice for 
individuals without distinction as 
to race, creed or color—a peace 
that will advance, not retard, the 
attainment of the four freedoms. 

We shall attain freedom from 
fear when every act of every na- 
tion, in its dealings with every 
other nation, brings cicser to 


realization the other freedoms— 


freedom of speech, freedom of re- 
es and freedom from want. 
Along this path we can find jus- 
tice for all, without distinction be- 
tween the strong and the weak 
among nations, and without dis- 
crimination among individuals, 

After the peace has been made, 
I am convinced that the United 
Nations can and will prevent war 
between nations and remove the 
fear of war that distracts the peo- 
ples of the world and interferes 
with their progress toward a bet- 
ter life. 

Aftermath of War. 

The war has left meny parts of 
the*world in turmoil. Differences 
have arisen among the Allies. It 
will not help us to pretend that 
this is not the case. But it is not 
necessary to exaggerate tne dif- 
ferences. 

For my part, I believe there is 
no difference of interest that 
need stand in the way of settling 
these problems and settling them 
in accordance with the prin- 
ciples of the United - Nations 
Charter, Above all, we must not 
permit differences in economic 
and social systems to stand in 
the way of peace, either now or 
in the future. To permit the’ 
United Nations to be broken into 
irreconcilable parts by different 
political philosophies would 
bring disaster to the world. 

So far as Germany and Japan 
are concerned, the United States 
is resolved that neither shall 
again become a cause for war. We 
shall. continue to seek agreement 
upon peace terms which insure 
that both Germany and Japan re- 
main disarmed, that Nazi in- 
fluence in Germany be destroyed 
and that the power of the war 
lords in Japan be eliminated for- 
ever. 

The United States will continue 
to seek settlements arising from 
the war that are just to all states, 
large and small, that uphold the 
human rights and fundamental 
freedoms to which the Charter 
pledges all its members. and that 
do not contain the seeds of new 
conflicts. 

A peace between the nations 
based on. justice will make pos- 
sible an early improvement in 
living conditions throughout the 
world and a quick recovery from 
the ravages of war. The world is 
crying for a just and durable 
peace with an intensity that must 
force its attainment at the ear- 
liest possible date. 

If the members of the United 
Nations are to act together to 
remove the fear of war, the 
first requirement is for the Al- 
lied nations to reach agreement 
on the peace settlements. 

Propaganda that promotes 
distrust and misunderstanding 
among the Allies will not help 
us, Agreement designed to fe- 
move the fear of war can be 
reached only by the co-oper- 
ation of nations to respect the 
legitimate interests of all states 
and act as good neighbors to- 
ward each other, 

Lasting agreements between 
Allies cannot be imposed by one 
nation nor can they be reached 
at the expense of the security, 
independence or integrity of any 
nation.

All member nations, large and 
small, are represented here as 
equals.

‘Supreme Deliberative Body.’ 

This assembly is the world’s 
supreme deliberative body. 

The highest obligation of this 
assembly is to speak for all man- 
kind in such a way as to promote 
the unity of all members in behalf 
of a peace that will: be lasting 
because it is founded upon justice. 

In seeking unity we should not 
be concerned about expressing dif- 
ferences freely. The United 
States believes that this assembly 
the impor- 
tance of freedom of speech to the 
cause of peace, I do not share 
the view of any who are fearful of 
the effects of free and frank dis- 
cussion in the United Nations. 

The United States attaches 
great importance to the principle 
of free discussion in this assem- 
bly and in the Security Council. 
The free and direct exchange of 
arguments and information pro- 
motes understanding and there- 
fore contributes in the long run 
to the removal! of the fear of war 
and some of the causes of war. 

The United States believes 
that the rule of unanimous ac- 
cord among the five permanent 
members of the Security Council 
imposes upon these members a 
special obligation. This obliga- 
tion is to seek and reach agree- 
ments that will enable them and 
the Security Council to fulfill 
the responsibilities they have 
assumed under the charter to- 
ward their fellow members of 
the United Nations and toward 
the maintenance of peace. 

It is essential to the fu®ure of 
the United Nations that the 
members should use the council 
as a means for promoting set- 
tlement of disputes as well as 
for airing them. The exercise of 
neither veto rights nor majority 
rights can make peace secure. 
There is no substitute for agree- 
ments that are universally ac- 
ceptable because they are just 
to all concerned. The Security 
Council is intended to promote 
that kind of agreement and it 
is fully qualified for that pur- 


pose, 

Council’s Value. 

Because it is able to function 
continuously, the Security Coun- 
cil represents a most significant 
development in international re- 
lations—the continuing applica- 
tion of the public and peaceful 
methods of a council chamber to 
the settlement of disputes between 
nations. 

Two of the greatest obligations 
undertaken by the United Na- 
tions toward the removal of the 
fear of war remain to be fulfilled. 

First, we must reach an 
agreement establishing interna- 
tional controls of atomic energy 
that will insure its use for 
peaceful purposes only, in ac- 
cordance with the assembly’s 
unanimous resolution of last 
winter. 

Second, we must reach agree- 
ments that will remove the 
deadly fear of other weapons 
of mass destruction, in accord- 
ance with the same resolution. 

Each of these obligations is go- 
ing to be difficult to fulfill. Their 
fulfillment will require the  ut- 
most in perservance and good 
most in perseverance and good 
out setting fundamental  prece- 
dents in the law of nations. Each 
will be worth everything in per- 
severance and good faith that we 
can give to it. The future safety 
of the United Nations, and of ev- 
ery member nation, depends 
upon the outcome. 

On behalf of the United States

people’s court. 

The suicide attempt was discov- 
ered by a guard who called the 
prison doctor immediately. The 
guard said Dalueg. had gazed 
from the window of his cell most 
of the night, but that at 4 a.m, 
l.. saw Daluege’s hands move un- 
der a blanket. Later, the guard 
said, Daluege’s face turned red 
and he tossed away the soup bow! 
pieces with a bleeding hand. 

When the guard called for the 
prisc.. doctor, Daluege said: “Why 
did you do that? I will be exe- 
cuted anyway.” 

Later the 8S. officer, who was 
Heinrich Himmler’s protege, heard 
the death sentence pronounced, 
He did not ask for clemency.

It provides more complete 
and effective institutions through 
which to work than the world 
has ever had before. 

A great opportunity lies before 
us. 

In these constructive tasks 
which concern directly the lives 
and welfare of human beings 
throughout the world, humanity 
and self-interest alike demand of 
all of us the fullest co-operation. 

The United States has already 
demonstrated in many ways its 
grave concern about economic re- 
construction that will repair the 
damage done by war. 

We have participated actively in 
every measure taken by the 
United Nations toward this end. 
We have in addition taken such 
separate national action as the 
granting of large loans and credits 
and renewal of our reciprocal 
trade-agreements program. 


Through the establishment of 
the Food and Agriculture Organi-

World Trade Relations, 

Now we must complete the 
structure.

This country wants to see, not 
only the rapid restoration of dev- 
astated areas, but the industrial 
and agricultural progress of the 
less well-developed areas of the 
world, 

We believe that all nations 
should be able to develop a 
healthy economic life of their 
own. We believe that ‘all peoples 
should be able to reap the bene- 
fits of their own labor and of their 
own natural resources, 

There are immense possibilities 


in many parts of the world for 
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industrial development and agri- 
cultural modernization. 
These possibilities can be real- 
ized only by the co-operation of 
members of the United Nations, 
helping each other on a basis of 
equal rights. 
In the field of social reconstruc- 
tion and’ advancement the com- 
pletion of the charter for a world 
health organization is an impor- 
tant step forward. 

Refugee Organization. 
The Assembly now has before it 
for adoption the constitution of 
another specialized agency in this 
field—the International Refugee 
Organization, It is essential that 
this organization be created in 
time to take over from UNRRA 
as early as possible in the new 
year the tasks of caring for and 
repatriating , or resettling the 
refugees and displaced persons of 
Europe. There will be similar 
tasks, of great magnitude, in the 
Far East. ' 

The United States considers this 
a matter of great urgency in the 
cause Of restoring peace and in 
the cause of humanity itself, 

I intend to urge the Congress 

of the United States to author- 

ize this country to do its full 


The course of history has 
made us one of the stronger 
nations of the world. It has, 
therefore, placed upon us spe- 
cial responsibilities to conserve 
our strength and to use it right- 
ly in a workd so interdependent 
as our world today. 

The American people recog- 
nize these special responsibil- 
ities. We shall do our best to 
meet them, both in the making 
of the peace settlements and in 
the fulfillment of the long- 
range tasks of the United Na- 
tions.

_ Pearl Harbor, and said the coun- 
try then fell behind in building, 
chiefly because of “New Deal per- 

ution of private enterprise.” 

He recalled that he voted for 
the Veterans’ Housing Act, giving 
a housing expediter “authority to 
do great things, but he lacks the 
know-how. 

Ploeser’s Figures on Housing. 

“The New Deal veterans’ hous- 
ing program has been a major 
flop,” Ploeser charged. “It prom- 
ised to provide for the construc- 
tion of 1,200,000 low and moderate 
cost homes during 1946. As of 
Sept. 1 only 350,000 units were 
completed. Of the 350,000 only 236,- 
000 were actually new, real houses, 
while 34,100 were temporary re- 
use units; 57,400 represented 
makeshift conversions of pre- 
existing structures, and 22,100 
were trailers. It is, of course, 
obvious that, with the impending 
winter weather, they cannot hope 
to approach their promises. 

“This housing program was pri-

EXPERTS SEEKING 
TO PUT BOUNCE 
IN EGG SHELLS 


Resistance to Breakage 
Doubled in Research by 
U. S. Agency. 


VASH'NGTON, Oct. 23 (AP)— 
Agriculture Department scientists 
haver’t quite come up with an egg 
that will bounce, but they’re work- 
ing toward that goal. 

They don’t much care whether 
the, produce a shell that can be 
dribbled like a_ basxetball, but 
they're seriously after an egg that 
can stand a good bit of knocking 
around, 

The activity in the laboratory is 
the result of pleas from poultry 
and egg handlers. 

“They have been trying for years 
to get a more durable egg,” the 
research man _ told a _ “*reporter, 
“and we really have something.” 

What they have is an egg that 
will withstand between eight and 
nine pounds’ pressure. Most eggs 
crack at four pounds or less. 

Specifically, the department is 
working for a tougher, less porous 
shell, and a firmer white of the 
egg. Both are important in ship- 
ping and storing.

ALL INDORSED BY LAWYERS 


Mayfield Leads, Arnold Trails in Poll Con- 
ducted Among All Attorneys on the 
Circuit Court Rolls. 


All judges who are candidates 
for re-election in the Nov, 5 elec- 
tion were indorsed for retention in 
office in a poll conducted among 
all lawyers on St. Louis Circuit 
Court rolls by the Lawyers’ Asso- 
ciation of St. Louis, it was an- 


nounced today. 

J. Jules Brinkman, president of 
the association, said each judge 
received better than a two-thirds 
majority. Circuit Judge Waldo C. 
Mayfield led all others with 927 
votes for retention in office to 
109 against retention, 

Probate Judge Glendy B. Arnold 
trailed all other candidates. Just 
above him at the bottom of the 
list were Circuit Judges Eugene 
J. Sartorius and Harry F. Russell, 
both of whom failed to receive 
the indorsement of the Bar Asso- 
ciation of St. Louis in a recent 
poll on Circuit Court judges con- 
ducted by that group. 

A total of 2138 ballots were sent 
out by the association, Brinkman 
said, and of these 1060 were re- 
turned. Three ballots were left 
blank and several lawyers did not 
vote on all candidates, 

Results of the balloting on other 
Circuit Court candidates follow: 
James E, McLaughlin, 917 for, 107 
against; Edward M, Ruddy, 908 
and 100; William K. Koerner, 876 
and 157; Robert J. Kirkwood, 873 
and 168; James F. Nangle, 869 and 
155; William L, Mason, 838 and 
195; William S. Connor, 807 and 
233; Russell, 800 and 250, and Sar- 
torius, 727 and 300. 

Judge Louis Comerford of the 
Court of Criminal Correction re- 
ceived 828 votes for retention to 
187 against, and Judge Arnold re- 
ceived 743 for and 301 against 
retention.

Two 
loads of steers brought $27 per 
hundredweight, while others were 
selling from $19 to $26. The 
former price ceiling was $20.15. 
Hogs opened steady, with light- 
weights up $1 to $1.50. The top 
price was $25, compared to the 
OPA ceiling of $16.20. Sheep were 
up 50 cents to $1. 

In retail stores, most of which 
had ample supplies of beef but 
little pork, there were few price 
reductions, most cuts continuing 
to sell at prices 50 per cent or 
more above ceiling levels. One 
grocer had reduced sliced pork 
butts, on which the ceiling was 
39 cents a pound, from 87 to 70 
cents, but he reported that whole- 
salers were raising pork prices. 

Pork chops, when they could be 
found, were selling for 75 to 79 
cents; the ceiling price was 45 
cents. A spot check today dis- 
closed the following contrast be- 
tween prevailing prices and the 
discarded ceilings: T-bone steak, 
90 cents as compared to 62 cents; 
round steak, 85 as compared to 
55; sirloin steak, 79 against 53;

At City Hall, there were 5000 
seats in the park, and these were 
well filled.

One early arrival was Mrs. Elea- 
mor Roosevelt, accompanied by

Luncheon for Delegates. 

After the ceremonies at City 
Hall, the delegates re-entered their 
@ars and drove to the Waldorf 
Astoria for a luncheon given by 
the city. ; 

Despite the temporary tinge of 
carnival spirit, the VU. N.’s most 
representative body gathered in an 
atmosphere clouded by interna- 
tional friction. The Assembly 
faced a calendar of business 
marked by plain threats of stormy 
sessions to come—battles among 
the Big Five powers, battles be- 
tween the big nations and small 
nations over the U. N. veto power, 
and a scorer of troublesome scraps 
over localized issues. 

The suspicion and the angry 
differences between Russia and 
the Western powers—the United 
States, Britain and the many 
countriés which support them in 
today's international politics—sat 
at the core of the assembly's ma- 
chinery. 

Big Four Council to Meet. 

While the Assembly struggles 
with them, the same differences 
will get special attention § after 
Nov. 4 in the private meetings of 
the Big Four Council of Foreign 
Ministers to be held concurrently 
with the Assembly sessions at the 
Waldorf-Astoria Hotel. 

Byrnes, returning to Washing- 
ton after today’s ceremonies, will 
come to New York then, and Mol- 
otov will hand over his Assembly 
responsibilities to ey Foreign 
Minister Andrei Vishinsky. Brit- 
ish Foreign Minister Ernest Bevin 
and French “President-Foreign 
Minister Georges Bidault were due 
later for the Foreign Ministers’ 
parley. 

The friction between Russia and 
the British-American countries 
was likely to become clearest in 
the Assembly’s debate over the 
big power veto in the UN. Secur- 
ity Council—a fight in which the 
United States was expected to 
join Russia in defending the veto 
and at the same time join Britain 
in criticizing Russia’s use of the 
Council voting formula. 

There were frank assertions 
that if the Assembly's only accom- 
plishment were to erase the ten- 
sions between the so-called Soviet 
and Western blocs, the U.N.’s fu- 
ture as the key to world peace 
would be secure. 

Public Debate Assured. 


Much was staked on the cer- 
tainty that all disputes would be 
aired in the glare of public. de- 


: 


bate and guided by the suasion of | 


world opinion. 

The down-to-earth debate was 
reserved for more than 400 As- 
sembly committee sessions sched- 
uled to begin next week at the 
U.N.’s semipermanent headquar- 
ters at Lake Success, eight miles 
further out on Long Island. 

But chief delegates of each of 


the 51 nations prepared opening | 


statements of their governments’ 
policies for the start of general 
debate late tomorrow or early Fri- 
day in the Assembly hall. 

Behind the dais from which at 
least 51 speeches will be made 
hangs a huge symbol of the Unit- 
ed Nations—a great blue and gold 
map of the world, unmarked by 
national boundaries. Stretching 
before the platform were seats 
and long work tables for some 450 
diplomats, seats for a few hun- 


dred spectators and a press gallery 
with 400 seats for correspondents 
from throughout the world, 

All proceedings will be televised 
and reproduced on machines set 
up in press quarters and other 
rooms set aside for the overflow 
audiences expected. 

Some Vital Issue. 

By Tuesday, the stage probably 
will be set for the shirtsleeve com- 
mittee negotiations over such vital 
issues as these: 

1. The Big Power Veto—Small 
powers are out to eliminate or 
limit the big power veto and the 
United States and Britain are ex- 
pected to criticize what they term 
Russia's excessive use of the veto 
right. But the Big Five were cer- 
tain to unite against any effort to 
change the Security Council vot- 
ing formula. The agenda contains 
three separate attacks.on the veto. 


2. Trusteeship agreements 
Creation of the United Nations 
Trusteeship Council at the pres- 
ent session of the General Assem- 
bly was virtually assured by the 
filing of agreements by Great 
Britain on its three African man- 
dates. Togoland, Cameroons and 
Tanganyika. These and agree- 
ments already filed by France and 
Australia will provide the required 
number for establishment of the 
Council. 

The only factor which might 
delay creation of the Council, only 
major organ of the U.N. not yet 
set up, is the possibility that the 
Assembly -might not approve the 
trusteeship agreements, 

The Belgian delegation has in- 
dicated it would submit an agree- 
ment on Belgium’s African man- 
date of Ruandi-Urundi. 

It appeared that these might 
be the only former League of Na- 
tions mandates offered for U.N. 
trusteeship at this session: 

3. Permanent headquarters—The 


Assembly probably will reopen the 
entire question of where to locate 
the U.N.’s permanent capital, with 
New York’s offer of this 350-acre 
Flushing Meadows site and San 
Francisco’s offer of three sites 
slated for considerable support. 
Geneva, home of. the defunct 
League of Nations, also was men- 
tioned. Westchester county, origi- 
nal choice of the U.N., faced pos- 
sible elimination because of its 
cost and the oppositicn by its 
residents. An elaborate report on 
five possible Westchester sites was 
made public by the U.N, Head- 
quarters Commission. 

4. Russia’s proposal for a U.N. 
survey of Allied troops in non- 
enemy countries — This move, 
aimed at American and British 
forces in such places as China, 
Latin America, Greece and Egypt, 
already has been tossed out of 
the Security Council without a 
hearing. 


Refugee Dispute Likely. 
5. International Refugee Organi- 
zation — The United States pro- 


posed to push for its establish-}.. 


ment despite emphatic opposition 
from Russia and its satellites and 
half-hearted support from many 
Western countries. It would suc- 
ceed UNRRA as caretaker of some 
1,000,000 displaced persons in Eu- 
rope after March 31.. One well- 
placed official envisaged it as “the 
most disputed issue of the ses- 
sion.” 

6. Admission of new members to 
the U.N.—SwWeden, Iceland and 
Afghanistan were almost certain 
of acceptance as the first non- 
charter members of the world or- 
ganization. Australia planned to 
lead a fight against the Security 
Council’s power over membership 
applicants and the recent black- 
balling of five out of eight would- 
be members. 

7. Election of three non-perma- 
nent members of the Security 
Council — Colombia, Belgium and 
Syria were touted as the succes- 
sors to Mexico, The Netherlands 
and Egypt on the 11-nation Coun- 
cil, but other nations were lobby- 
ing for favor among the 51 dele- 
gations. 

6 Main Committees. 


These were only a few of the 53 
separate matters confronting the 
Assembly and its six main com- 
mittees, each a 5i-member dupli- 
cate of the Assembly itself. At 
least 20 sub-committees were ex- 
pected to emerge from the main 
committees as delegates sought 
the agreements and compromises 
necessary to successful negotia- 
tions. 

The agenda ran the gamut— 
from the problem of making the 
Security Council 


problem of getting enough cereal 
for the world’s babies. 

For six days a week, delegates 
faced full-dress plenary meetings 
here, committee sessions at Lake 
Success and private huddles and 
the inevitable backroom negotia- 
tions in the hotel rooms and 
offices converted into temporary 
embassies for the Assembly ses- 
sion, 

Some officjals predicted that the 
session would run beyond the 
tentative Dec. 7 deadline, but dele- 
gates and U.N. officials alike 
hoped to prevent a*prolonged ses- 
sion by driving hard from the 
outset. 

The speed-up program began 
before the Assembly even met, as 
its Steering Committee, in a five- 
hour session yesterday, slashed at 
time-consuming, routine such as 
translations. It cleared the way 
for lengthy, twice-a-day Assembly 
sessions if needed. This rigorous 
routine must continue even on 
Saturdays, the committee ruled, 
although some of the cocktail 
‘parties will have to be skipped. 

The U.N. secretariat earlier had 
planned only one plenary meeting 
a day with none on Saturdays. 

The Steering Committee decided 
that the Assembly delegates must 
be ready to meet from 11 a.m. to 
1:30 p.m. and from 4 p.m. to 7 
og whenever there is work to 
Oo. 

When the Assembly does not 
meet, committees will work from 
11 a.m. to 1:30 p.m. and from 3 
p.m, to 7 p.m. 


CHURCHILL SAYS

of rebuilding Germany and de- 
clared: 

“We do not want to have the 
burden of teaching the Germans 
to manage their own affairs and 
we certainly do not want to have 
the burden of earning their living 
for them.” 


Commenting on proposals to 
nationalize German _ industry, 
along lines now in use in Britain, 
he said: 

“When the Germans are able to 
manage their affairs, they will not 
be attracted to a policy by the 
fact that it has been imposed on 
them by foreigners.” 

Recalling a statement by’ Attlee 
that if negotiations produced no 
revision of the Anglo-Egyptian 
treaty, the treaty would remain 
in force, Churchill declared: 

“IT hope the Government will act 
in this sense.” 

He voiced approval of Govern- 
ment plans to withdraw British 
troops from Greece as quickly as 
possible, saying: 

“I am tired of hearing it said 
that we were in Greece for some 
advantage.” 

Attlee opened the day’s debate 
by discussing the veto. 

Attlee told the House: 

“If we are to achieve a peaceful 
world, states of diverse character 
must be prepared to tolerate each 
other and work together.” 

He said the veto was not de- 
signed for constant use “whenever 
a particular power was not in full 
agreement with others.” He com- 
plained also of “the use of the 
Security Council as a propaganda 
instrument.” 

“It is the desire of the govern- 
ment that this body should return 
to and fulfill its original inten- 
tion,” he said. 


He said that “we are deeply 


 eapanated from Russia on 


the 
value we place on the liberty of 
the individual, freedom: of speech 
and our conception of democracy.” 
He continued: 

“Nevertheless, we believe it is 
not only.possible but essential for 
us to work together in order to 
prevent the calamity of another 
war, 


“We must recall that it (the 
United Nations) is very young—it 
is bound to have teething troub- 
les.” 

Replying to criticism of the 
British policy in Greece, Attlee 
said: 

“We have one object only, and 
that 1s to give the Greek people 
an opportunity to decide freely on 
their own destiny.” 


Referring to Spain and demands 
for British intervention in Span- 
ish affairs, he commented: 


“IT suppose I have as much dis- 
like of the Franco regime as any- 
one in the house, All the evidence 
at my disposal points to the con- 
clusion that the threat of ex- 
terna) interference has strength- 
ened Gen. Franco—a very deplor- 
able result.” 

Bevin Speaks Again. 

Foreign Secretary Ernest Bevin, 
who delivered a lengthy speech 
yesterday, told the House today 
the Mufti of Jerusalem had broken 
his promise to stay out of Near 
East politics. 

“It is, unfortunately, clear that 
the Muft' of Jerusalem has not 
acted in accordance with the as- 
surance he gave to the Egyptian 
prime minister,” Bevin said. 

As a result, the British ambas- 
sador in Cairo has complained to 
the Egyptian Government and 
Premier Sidky Pasha “now has 
the matter under consideration,” 
Bevi: said. 

The Mufti, spiritual leader of 
Palestine Arabs, fled secretly from 
Paris to Egypt and secured royal 
sanctuary from Egyptian King 
Farouk. 


prietors Communist docrtines are 
unwelcome.” 

I hope all Greeks who wish for 
the survival of the country will 
help the new regime and govern- 
ment and that that government 
will be continually broadened to 
include all who préfer freedom 
to the ruin and destruction in a 
Communized Balkan bloc.”

“What matters are deeds and 

facts. 
“Is it true that there are today 
more than 200 Soviet divisions on 
a war footing in the occupied ter- 
ritories of Europe from the Baltic 
to Vienna, and from Vienna to 
the Black Sea? 

“I should be very relieved if 1 
could .be told that my figures are 
altogether excessive, and I will ac- 
cept the Government's reply.” 

He went on to say that the 
Russian government “has depart- 
ed in spirit and letter from many 
of the agreements and undertak- 
ings into which we entered with 
them before and at Yalta.” 

He repeated views expressed in 
his Fulton, Mo. speech in which 
he said Russia wanted not war, 
but the fruits of war. 


Russian Secrecy. 


Churchill said he believed it 
easier to judge “the future: of 
world events during the Hitler 
regime than now because the 
world had the Nazi  leader’s 
“Mein Kampf” as a guide. 

Now he said the world was con- 

fronted with the “collective mind” 
and it was impossible to tell what 
the “14 men in the Kremlin” are 
thinking. 
“One of our main difficulties is 
that real intercourse and intimacy 
between our peoples is, to all in- 
tents and purposes, so much dis- 
couraged as to be prevented by 
the Soviet government.”

LONDON, Oct. 23 (AP)—John 
Dugdale, financial secretary to the 
Admiralty, announced today that 
88 men were killed and 45 injured 
in explosions which damaged two 
British destroyers off the 
Albanian coast yesterday, 

Dugdale told the House of Com- 
mons the first vessel, the Saume- 
arez, “was believed to have hit a 
mine.” The other, the Volage, was 
damaged nearly two hours later 
while towing the Saumarez. He 
said “there was an explosion” 
which blew off its bow. 

Both ships. have arrived at 
Corfu. An Admiralty board is in- 


quiring into the cause of the ex- 
plosions, he said. 

“At the time of the accident, 
both ships were in the very center 
of the ‘(mine) swept channel, 
which is one mile wide, and their 
position at the time was one and 
a half miles from the Albanian 
coast,” Dugdale said. “The channel 
was searched by. British mine- 
sweeping formations periodically 
from October 1944 to February 
1945, and no mines were found.” 

Parts of the bows of both ships 
were blown off. 

An Admiralty spokesman 
pdinted out that, though British 
sweepers had periodically cleared 
the Corfu channel, the interna- 
tional mines clearance’ board 
Nov. 5, 1945, had allocated the re- 
aponsibllity in that area to the 
Greeks, 

Dugdale replied “Yes, air,” when 
Winston Churchill inquired: “Is 
this the same channel where our 
crulsers were fired on by the Al- 
banian batteries some months 
ago?" 

Dugdale said the channel had 
been open to merchant shipping 
for “nearly two years.” 

Sailors aboard the Saumarez 
battled an oil fire under a cloud 
of rolling black smoke as it was 
towed toward a Corfu roadstead, 

The two destroyers had left 
Corfu on a cruise to &n unan- 
nounced destination, escorting the

Veterans must 
show they were in service at least 
six months, and that the condition 
to be treated developed during 
service or Within a year after dis- 
charge. Veterans were advised to 
apply within a year of discharge 
date.

Appointments of pri- 
vate dentists for the work total 
2142, of which 1820 are in 
Missouri.

A child’s first experiences with money are important 
for the formation of good financial habits in later 
life.

When should the child get his first 
spending money? 


“Children and situations vary so much! In general we can 
begin an allowance soon after a child understands 
money as a means of buying things he wants. 

“When you give a child an allowance it should be 
really his to do with as he wishes. Only by experiences, vy D, 
some of them sad, can he learn some things. 

“Sometimes unusual situations may justify some 
‘extras,’ but do not make a habit of ‘bailing him out’ 
when he is ‘broke’. 

“Tf the allowance does not seem to work out satis- 
factorily, let the family talk it over. Smaller amounts 
given at more frequent intervals may help.”

2 How much should 
his first 
allowance be? 


“How much can the family 
afford? How much do his 
playmates get? Rich or poor, 
the amount should be enough 
to meet his real needs, but 


not enough to enable a child to ‘buy’ his way to 
‘importance’ among his friends. 


“At first his allowance will be expected to 
cover only small personal items, such as candy 
and ice cream. As he becomes experienced in 
handling money the amount may be increased to 
cover additional items such as school supplies; and 
still later, clothing and similar expenses. 


‘When the allowance has been increased to cover 
necessities, parents have a right to check up and 
see that the necessities are not neglected.”

a. Sry —, 3 Should a child be paid 
for work at home? 


“As soon as he is able, each child 
should have some home responsibility 
which he performs because he is a 
member of the family, and for which 
he is not paid. 


“If there are other jobs which the 
family would pay to have done, such as 
raking leaves, washing windows, or 
the car, there is no reason why children 
who want to earn extra money should 
not be allowed this little ‘contract.’ 

“In some instances money problems 
are really problems of personality adjust- 
ment. The child who is unusually extray- 
agant, may feel insecure or rejected.

Little Relief Until Maritime 
Industry Shakes Off 
Walkout Effects. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 23 (UP)— 
Government officials confirmed 
today some of the housewife's 
worst suspicions about the current 
retail sugar shortage. They said 
the scarcity was the most acute 
in history—worse even than dur- 
ing the war—and that there's lit- 
tle chance of relief until the ship- 
ping industry can shake off ef- 
fects of the maritime strike. 

tven then, they said, it will 
take from three weeks to a month 
for imports of raw sugar to re- 
gain pre-strike volume and for 
sugar to start reappearing on re- 
tail shelves. 

The sugar shortage is beginning 

to hit industry. Several refineries 
and some candy makers already 
are shut down. And officials said 
some other industrial users such 
as soft drink manufacturers may 
close soon, 
No substantial sugar shipments 
have reached the United States 
since Sept. 5 except during the 
brief period between the end of 
the longshoremen's strike Sept. 23 
and the start of current maritime 
strike Oct, 1, 


BALTIMORE, Oct, 23 (APY¥— 
Unloading of raw sugar from two 
ships was scheduled to begin to- 
day after striking maritime unions 
agreed to allow stevedores to pass 
through their picket lines. August 
Merker, head of the American 
Sugar Refining Co. here, said some 
of the 17,000,000 pounds of raw 
sugar should be on shelves of gro- 
ceries by Friday.

BERLIN, Oct. 23 (AP)—Official 
photographs of the bodies of the 
11 major Nazi war criminals who 
died at Nuernberg were § dis- 
tributed by the Allied Control 
Authority’s secretariat here today 
to representatives of the Ameri- 
can, Russian and French press for 
publication Thursday. 

By order of the British member 
of the Allied Control Council, Air 
Marshal Sir Sholto Douglas, no 
pictures were given to British 
press representatives. The British 
government has opposed publica- 
tion of the pictures. 

The council, in a unanimous 
action, forbade publication of the 
pictures in the German press and 
the sale of the photographs to 
German papers by any Allied 
picture agency doing _business 
here. This action was taken de- 
spite the fact the pictures will be 
published in American  publica- 
tions which circulate in Germany. 

An American spokesman said 
the 24-hour embargo on use of 
the pictures, which were distri- 
buted here at noon, was fixed at 
the request of the Russians be- 
cause they had no means for radio 
transmission to Moscow and must 
rely on air transport.

Methods Used 
By Managers 


ROYSTON, Ga., Oct. 23 (UP)-- 
Ty Cobb, the Georgia peach, took 
a crack at modern-day managers 
who tell their players when to hit 
the ball, Such strategy, he said, 
cost Boston the world series. 

“Suppose a hitter does wait a 
pitcher out successfully,” Cobb 
said. “What does he get? A base 


on balls. What's that compared 
to a home run?” 


Cobb, who will celebrate his 60th 
‘birthday Dec, 6, said that he was 
pulling for Boston, “the champion 
of my own American League. But 
Joe Cronin wouldn't play to the 
strength of his club—which was 
its hitting. 

“Rudy York hit just two big 
blows in the series, yet each one 
of them won a ball game. But 
most of the time hitters like York, 
Doerr and DiMaggio were waiting 
out the pitcher on instructions 
from the bench,” 

Cobb recalled that in his day 
managers never interfered with 
the natural hitting tendencies of 
their players and as a result they 
were dangerous on every pitch. 

“I say go for the cripples,” he 
said — “the two-and-nothing, the 
two-and-one and the three-and-one 
pitches that the thrower hag to 
put in there in order not to get 
too far behind the batter. Look 
what happened when DiMaggio 
hit a three-and-one pitch in the 
last game—it landed against the 
fence for two runs and tied up 
the game.” 

Cobb volunteered that Ted Wil- 
liams, the Boston slugger, could 
not be classed as a great hitter 
because he always pulls the ball 
and by shifting the defense to the 
right and pitching to him care- 
fully, a team like St. Louis can 
usually retire him,

So Duford will switch a few 
lefts to right halfbacks — among 
them Mel Zipfel, Dee Alberts and 
Nick Ortinau—and the coach hopes 
to see who works best there. It 
isn’t too difficult a problem but 
some boys have trouble running 
from the side they are not ac- 
customed to. 

As for tackles—things are look- 
ing up. Lee Oetter, who has been 
missing action because of ankle 
injuries, will return and two “B” 
equad stars, Ed Signaigo and Bill 
Griebel, have become polished 
enough to join the varsity. Scrim- 
mage may bring to light new 
strength at this important posi- 
tion. 

With a Georgetown pass defense 
weakness noted by the Billiken 
scout, Duford took pride in noting 
the rise of pass receiver Jack 
‘Wiuestiing, who has come up to 
match.

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Bow and Arrow Hunters Open 
3-Day Deer Season Tomorrow 


STEELVILLE, Mo.. Oct. 23—The first special season for archery 
deer hunting in Missouri will be held tomorrow, Friday and Satur- 
day in Crawford County, where during a three-day season in 1945 
gun hunters bagged a total of 91 bucks, 


The archery season — restricted 
to this one county—precedes by 
one week the regular deer season 
to be held Nov. 1 and 2 in 21 
counties, including Crawford, 

Bow and arrow hunters will be 
required to have an archer’s per- 
mit, or “deer tag,” costing $3 in 
addition to a resident hunting 
license, Only one buck may be 
taken under the special license, 
and to be legal the buck muat 
have at least one forked antler. 

As soon asa kill has been made, 
one part of the deer tag must be 
attached to the antlers of the 
buck, according to Riley Gladden, 
local wildlife conservation agent. 
Another part of the tag, compris- 
ing a report, must be filled out 


and mailed to the Conservation 
Commission at Jefferson City, 

Hunting hours will be from 
6:30 a.m. until 5 p.m. The only 
restrictions on types of archery 
equipment is a ruling that cross- 
bows may not be used. 

Any archer successful in bag- 
ging a buck ts automatically 
barred from partielpating in the 
regular open season the following 
weekend. An unsuccessful archer 
may hunt during the regular 
season, using elther gun or bow 
and arrow, provided he buys a 
special deer hunting permit, 

Both the archery season and the 
regular open season are restricted 
to residents of Missouri, as no 
non-resident deer permits have 
been provided by the Coftservation

Weep for the Consumer 


No sympathy goes to the New Orleans specu- 
lator who is reported to have lost $4,000,000 in 
the drop in the cotton market last week. He 
started on a shoestring, performed no service- 
able function for society, and apparently has 
enough left to keep the wolf from the door. 

On the contrary, the drop of $25 a bale in the 
price of cotton is a healthful correction of the 
market, and one which, if it remains, will result 
in lower prices for handkerchiefs, dresses, over- 
alls, sheets and hundreds of other necessities. 

The consuming public has been outrageously 
penalized by the absence of controls in cotton 
speculation—and speculation in other commodi- 
ties as well. The parity price which the Govern- 
ment guarantees the cotton farmer is now 25 
cents a pound. This price represents every gen- 
erous impulse which the powerful farm bloc 
has been able to write into the law. 

Yet the price now, after last week's drop, is 
33% cents, or nearly one third above parity. 
In addition cotton seed is bringing nearly $70 
a ton, against a third that much in 1939. 

So when Senator “Cotton Elmer” Thomas 
weeps for what the drop in the cotton markét 
has done to the farmer, his tears are phony. 
He should devote a few wails to the consumer, 
who is lucky to find a plain cotton handkerchief 
at less than 35 cents, compared with five or 
10 cents before the war. He should weep also 
for the taxpayer—the same man as the con- 
sumer—who has been footing the bill for a 
subsidy of 4 cents a pound which the Govern- 
ment pays to move American cotton into the 
world market in competition with cotton from 
Brazil, Egypt and elsewhere. 

Nevertheless, on one very important point we 
are in complete agreement with the Oklahoma 
Senator. Like him, we think that the exchanges 
whose dealings set the price of cotton should be 
brought under Government supervision. 

Since the Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion was created to regulate the market in cor- 
poration stocks, the stock exchanges have been 
reasonably free of the disgraceful pool manipu- 
lations and other forms of rigging Which helped 
inflate stécks far above their true value in the 
late ‘20s, 

Since 1944, as stocks approached what ap- 
peared to be a generous market appraisal, the 
SEC has increased the margin on which they 
could be purchased. The margin was increased 
from 10 per cent to 25 per cent, and then to 50 
and finally 100 per cent. In addition, the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board placed in effect rules re- 
stricting the loans banks could make on stocks. 
Thus speculation was kept within limits. 

In the commodity markets, the only controls 
have been the tenuous ones imposed by the com- 
modity exchanges themselves, plus certain flimsy 
regulations of the Department of Agriculture. 


‘This is not enough. 


The margin on cotton until recently was only 
$12.50 a bale or about 8 per cent of the full 
price. A man could for $1250 buy an option on 
100 bales of cotton. If the price rose 2% cents a 
pound, he could cash in and with the proceeds 
The big New Orleans operator 
is not the only man who has seen the engaging 
possibilities of pyramiding his holdings in a ris- 
ing cotton market. Thousands of little fellows 
~-—and hundreds of big ones—have done the 
same thing. 

The present price of cotton bears little rela- 
tion to the realities of the situation—for ex- 
ample, a carryover in this country from previous 
crops Of 7,500,000 bales and a world carryover 
of 21,000,000 bales. 

Even if the succéssful example of the SEC 
were lacking, the logic of the situation would 
still argue convincingly for Government super- 
vision of the cotton exchanges. If President 
Truman will take the lead, the next Congress 
should fill this gap in the protection of our 
economy, 


The Word for It

says rudeness, lack of cleanliness and sloppy 


‘dress should not be objected to in youngsters 


between the ages of 6 and 13, because they are 
just being natural, has fallen into a fallacy as 
broad as from here to there.

When 
they were bored at a dinner party they would 
get up and walk out as matter-of-factly as any 
It is surprising, indeed, to note how 
much of good manners consists entirely of not 
just acting natural and pretending to like it.

They 
are the ages at which the growing child, engaged 
in the fascinating pursuit of being himself, dis- 
sects beetles, carries live toads in his pockets, 
and pushes gentle ‘old ladies into lily-pools. The 
only word properly descriptive of comniplete 
naturalness between the ages of 6 and 13 is 
ugh—and that goes for Dr. Spock's laissez-faire 
policies, too.

Five Months of a Mufti 


The Mufti of Jerusalem has come far in five 
months. Early in June he was under house ar- 
rest in a Paris suburb on suspicion of being a 
war criminal. He escaped to Egypt and now 
has overwhelmed his opposition by taking over 
the Nejada—the Rescuers, a political army in 
Palestine which had been formed to fight him. 
Today Arab Palestine is his—tomorrow, what? 

Haj Amin el Husseini is nothing but a magis- 
trate of Jerusalem with a dubious title. He is 
Grand only in his own conceit. But he is an evil 
duality: One of the world’s worst murderers, 
and one of its most astute politicians. In five 
months he has moved up from the status of 
prisoner to the position of major menace to 
international peace, If he does as well for him- 
self in another five months, what will he not be? 

What Haj Amin should be is hanged. He is 
a war criminal, as fully as were any of the 10 
who were hanged at Nuernberg. For 18 years 
he fomented massacres of the Jews in Palestine, 
In the Second World War, his was the master 
mind in which was conceived the black thought 
of genocide—race murder—and his was the 
master salesmanship that sold it to Hitler. 

Why is it that the world does not hear the

The Coroner's inquest was a farce. Circuit 
Attorney Griffin practically admitted the fact 
when he reprimanded his assistant, Thomas E, 
Dowling. Dowling conducted the inquest like 
an attorney for the defense. He insulted and 
browbeat the witnesses, The Coroner also acted 
like a partisan for the policeman who killed 
Howard. A question has been raised whether 
the verdict of the Coroner’s jury was actually 
justifiable homicide, or not, or whether the Coro- 
ner imposed this verdict. 

About 20 witnesses, presumably against the 
policeman, appeared before the grand jury. To 
the credit of the policeman, he appeared volun- 
tarily and testified in his own defense. The 
jury voted no true bill. Who led the jury into 
this verdict? The public does not know. Mrs. 
Chadeayne, who heard all the testimony, obvi- 
ously thinks the grand jury hearing was a farce, 
just as the Coroner's hearing was a farce. 

She quits. Her nostrils cannot stand the 
stench. She tells the public a miscarriage of 
justice has occurred. The public is inclined, we 
think, to believe Mrs. Chadeayne, She smells 
the blood of William Howard in the alley. Jhdge 
Mayfield smells a technical violation of law. The 
odor that Mrs. Chadeayne smells is more pun- 
gent. 
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The Legion Makes Peace 

The American Legion has ended the senseless 
private war which its former national, com- 
mander, John Stelle, waged against Veterans’ 
Administrator Bradley, Peace was achieved by 
replacing Stelle with Paul H. Griffith, who prom- 
ises that the Legion will co-operate with Gen. 
Bradley. 

Stelle had made repeated pronouncements 
that the Veterans’ Administration under Bradley 
was “breaking down.” But in the end it was 
Stelle’s innuendoes and unfounded charges that 
broke down, amid suspicion of political intent. 
Gen. Bradley proceeded to reform VA medical 
care, to fight rackets against veterans and to 
win at least part of his campaign for an effi- 
cient on-job training program. 

Among ex-GIs Gen. Bradley remains, as to- 
day's Mirror of Public Opinion article says, a 
“knight in shining armor.” He won GI faith in 
France and kept it in Washington, Commander 
Griffith, himself a World War II officer, under- 
stands that and has wisely discarded Stelle's 
vituperation to “start from scratch.” In behalf 
of both the Legion’s prestige and the veterans’ 
program, that is the way to start.

No Evasion on Plug-Uglies 

William S. Paley has dropped radio’s adver- 
tising plug-uglies squarely into the laps of broad- 
casters, Where they belong. The chairman of 
the Columbia Broadcasting System delivered an 
address before the National Association of 
Broadcasters, and he must have shocked the 
NAB out of any hope to evade the issue. 

Can commercial excesses be blamed on adver- 
tisers alone? Mr. Paley says not, “It is not the 
advertiser’s fault,” he told the NAB, “but the 
broadcaster's.” And so it is. Broadcasters hold 
a public license to serve the people, 

Is there any good reason for the barrage of 
objectionable commercials in the cut-throat bat- 
tle for advertising income? Again Mr. Paley 
says no. “That does not excuse too high a per- 
centage of commercial copy, or material which is 
irritating, offensive or in bad taste when pro- 
jected into the homes of America.” 

At only one point did the CBS executive pay 
homage to his audience's official philosophy. He 
said the Federal Communications Commission's 
recent proposal to increase public service pro- 
gramming was “the most direct threat yet made 
by Government to interfere with programming.” 

No doubt Mr, Paley really feels that way. At 
least, he raised the same warning of invidious 
censorship some years ago against the FCC's 
network regulations, and he should understand 
now how empty his fears were. But he can be 
excused for real or imagined concern about 
Government intervention, for he knows what to 
do about it. 

The remedy, he says, is an industry-wide code 
of standards, strongly enforced by broadcasters 
themselves, to “prohibit practices which detract 
from the good name of radio as a whole.” The 
NAB has a code, of course, but it is neither ade- 
quate nor well-enforced. If it were, the FCC 
‘would not be issuing admonitions about over- 
commercialism, 

If broadcasters are half as fearful of the Gov- 
ernment as they claim to be, they will heed 
Mr. Paley. They will forestall the necessity for 
Government intervention by their own commer- 
cial self-restraint, and place the great voice of 
radio beyond reproach.

In all their chaos of thwarted aspiration, 
Gen. Omar Bradley, director of the Vet- 
erans’ Administration, remains for the GIs 
the Knight in Shining Armor, not because 
they know all that he hds achieved in‘that 
organization, but because their love and 
respect for him are unshaken. 


He somehow ‘came out of the war as its 
real and perhaps only hero in the eyes of 
the common soldier. They very frequently 
despise the local VA contact office, its red 
tape and its bureaucratic aloofness. Yet 
Omar Bradley remains one of the few lead- 
ers in whom the veterans still have confi- 
dence, 


What troubles Gen, Bradley most are 
the many programs for education, training 
and job placement for which he is morally 
responsible but over which he has no juris- 
diction. He has explained in speech after 
speech why there must be, in each town 
and city, a visible hub where the veteran 
can find information, assistance and guild- 
ance during this critical period. 


Daily the Veterans’ Administration is 
swamped with requests for assistance that 
only the states and local communities can 
give. When such assistance is intelligently 
given, the results can be startling. 


A Warm Homecoming 


Bridgeport, Conn., for example, has taken 
such excellent care of the over-all prob- 
lema of its returning service men that it 
has made a brilliant succeys of helping the 
veterar, feel that he has returned to a com- 
munity that wants and needs him. As a 
result, the city has an atmosphere of sta- 
bility, order, progressiveness and hopeful- 
ness such as I have encountered in no other 
part of the country. 


In Bridgeport, every one of the 26,000 vet- 
erans who wanted to go to work not only 
has a job, but an ‘appropriate one. The 
Veterans’ Center has placed in a carefully 
selected institution all those who wished 
to continue their education. At least 50 
per cent of the 2600 men in colleges, tech- 
nical or trade schools would never have 
made the grade without the expert guid- 
ance of the center’s counselors, 


It has placed in firms and arranged for 
the supervision of all those who wanted 
on-the-job training or apprenticeships. 
There is no refusal of bank loans in Bridge- 
port. If a boy hasn't enough training to 
be trusted with a business, he is given the 
necessary training in a course called “How 
to Operate a Business.” 


“Gimme Boys” in Minority 


Less than 10 per cent of the Bridgeport 
veterans make use of the $20 adjustment 
allowance. The vast majority of these are 
accepting it in the right way, as a stopgap 
until they are fitted into a school or a job. 

Only an infinitesimal number are exploit- 
ing it. Those are the “gimme boys” or the 
ne’er-do-wells who shirked duty before and 
during Army service. 

So successful has been the readjustment 
of the Bridgeport veterans to civil life that 
the city faces the immediate need for a 
labor recruitment rather than a job-devel- 
opment program. 

How is it done? Through a united com- 
munity effort in which every one of the 
250,000 citizens in the Bridgeport area and 
their 357 local organizations have a func- 
tion which they loyally perform. 


Welfare Information Service, in Collier's 


The actual dollara-and-cents Income to 
the city that,resulted from Bridgeport's in- 
telligent endeavor on behalf of the veteran 
should make an impression on the most 
selfish-minded community. 


Two thousand men in training jobs of 
various descriptions bring some $2,000,000 
of supplementary income from the Federal 
Government to Bridgeport. The 2600 men 
placed in various educational institutions 
get an income of $3,500,000 per year for a 
possible duration of four years, 


As a result of a recent campaign, the 
average reinatatements and conversions of 
insurance rose to $500,000 per day, Already 
$150,000,000 worth of insurance has been 
salvaged by helping men who would other- 
wise have let their insurance lapse, 


Why Not Other Cities? 


The financial affairs of 600 war casual- 
ties have been straightened out by the cen- 
ter. They total $6,000,000 in cash plus pen- 
sions of nearly $500,000 per year. About 
$4,000,000 worth of home loans have already 
been placed. 

There lies the road to semen for the 
veteran—his return to normal civilian life 
through the co-ordinated efforts of the en- 
tire local community, 


The only other state that has developed 
the same efficient pattern is Michigan. 
Inatead of being happy over Bridgeport's 
phenomenal] success, I felt an infinite com- 
passion for the millions of veterans from 
coast to coast who are not receiving an 
atom of sympathy, much less support, from 
their fellow citizens, 

If Bridgeport can do.a job for the re- 
turned service men, why not other commu- 
nities? Nothing has proved more disas- 
trous than the indifference and incompe- 
tence that are allowed to prevail in most 
so-called Veterans’ Service Centers. The 
men come out of them hopping mad or 
thoroughly discouraged. 

The time is short. The veterans’ tem- 
pers are shorter still. The nation’s future 
welfare and the happiness of millions of 
young Americans are at stake, 


AMPLE GROUND FOR WORRY 


From the San Diego Union, 

Herbert Morrison, British parliamentary 
leader, has a justifiable worry. He fears 
an invasion of the British Isles by Ameri- 
chn radio commercial broadcasts and urges 
the government to take steps. 

Even the worst American Anglophobes 
can sympathize with Mr. Morrison in his 
dread of the intrusion of our radio brand 
of advertising into the British ether. For 
it is a matter of common observation that 
while our air commercials are growing in 
quantity, they are declining—if possible— 
in quality. 

Where, once the sales talk was a mere 
interlude in the program, it has now be- 
come the major item. Turn the dial where 
you will these days and you find some im- 
passioned voice apostrophizing a new flea 
powder or reducing pill. 

Britisher Morrison's suggestion that Par- 
liament should take steps is excellent. It 
might be a good idea for our own Federal 
Communications Commission also to make 
some move toward protecting American 
customers from the overdose of cheap 
commercials we have been getting.

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FOR HERE IS MY FORTUNE, by Ames & Martie, 

(Whittlesy House, New York.) 

It is Amos Harlin's fertune to have been 
born in a small Missouri town and to have 
spent much of his life there, The town 
that he calls Plainsville, because that is 
not its name, might well have been Gaines- 
ville, for there he was born, or West Plaina, 
for there he spent many of his years, or a 
merger of the two, or even other places 
that he has known, for all small Missouri 
towns are much alike. 

The fortunes of the Conway family form 
the story that he tells, and the Conways 
may have been better known as the Har 
lins, for the Harlins are many in the land 
where this Harlin comes from. Though 
the dating of ¢he story is during the first 
two decades of the century, many Harling 
(or Conways) survive in the areas where 
they flourished then. 

They will recognize themselves or be rec- 
ognized by their descendants and by many 
who know the Harlins (or Conways) then 
and know them now, afd no one will be 
likely to find fault, for the Harlin who put 
them in a book has been quite fair with 
them, treating them as kinfolks and frienda, 

In writing the book Harlin says he had 
a purpose. He would attempt to correct 
some of the false impressions that had been 
created by stage productions and books 
supposedly depicting the lives of dwellers 
in the hills. He would show life in the 
Ozarks as it was when he was growing up 
among them, portraying the people as he 
knew them, their joys, sorrows, ambitions. 

Whether he has entirely avoided the 
faults of stage productions and other books 
may be debated on the courthouse steps at 
yainesville and on the streets of West 
Plains, It is quite possible for a man with 
a high purpose to falter when he comes to 
putting in a book what he thinks in his 
heart. Maybe the fault is with the reader 
rather than with the writer, 

It can be said, though, that “For Here Is 
My Fortune" is as good as any and better 
than many stories of the Ozarks.

The Move to Revise the UN Charter 


T 


Nothing remains to be settled but 
of the earth comes the question: 


The officials—all the people who 
at Dumbarton Oaks and at San 
Francisco insisted that the United 
Nations should not be a law-mak- 
ing organization, but just another 
diplomatic instrument, answer in 
chorus: “Toward peace!" 

Let them excuse us while we 
laugh. The United Nations As- 
sembly convened first last Janu- 
ary. The Security Council has 
been in constant session since 
then. But the Security Council 
has not acted like a Security 
Council, It has acted like a bunch 
of deputy foreign secretaries rep- 
resenting a number of countries 
united on nothing. Its activities 
have consisted in almost daily vot- 
ing on important questions which 
everybody knew the Security 
Council as constituted is unable 
to settle. 


A Farce of Voting. 


Now the eyes of the world’s peo- 
ples wil] be for a few short weeks 
concentrated on the United Na- 
tions Assembly. Perhaps that body 
will fare better. For though it 
was deprived of all real power, it 
represents to an overwhelming ex- 
tent the conscience of the world. 

Obviously, there is an argument 
on between the peoples of the 
world and certain powerful and 
privileged governments. Both sides 
unquestionably want peace. But 
the powerful governments say, 
“Ultimately.” 

The peoples answer “Now.” 

“Impossiblé. The world is not 
ready. You cannot get sure peace 
now.” 

“We can try.” 

Here at Flushing the peoples, 
represented by certain weaker 
governments which, being unpriv- 
ileged, have no pride of power, 
and being weak, dare not antici- 
pate war, are going to try to 
transform what Secretary Byrnes 
called “a world where no sov- 
ereign state can be compelled to 
sign or ratify a peace treaty 
into a world where every state— 
mo longer sovereign—can be co- 
erced into keeping the peace, 


Veto Re-Examined. 


Their chosen front of attack 
will be the so-called veto allocated 
by the present Charter to five 
major powers. 

Defenders of the Charter insist 
that the veto is democratic since 
it would be ridiculous to expect 
the Soviet Union to have no great- 
er voting power than the Grand 
Duchy of Luxembourg, They say 
it is politically useful since it 
forces the five great powers to 
unite on major issues, 


HE delegates are assembled and moré or less well housed, The 
buildings are ready—or thereabouts. 
The first annual Assembly of the United Nations is set to go. 


The agenda is prepared, 


the destination, From all quarters 


“Go where?” 


It is not democratic because it 
enables any one of the five to defy 
the will of all the others combined 
and to stultify the wishes of most 
of mankind, 


Building on Sand. 


It is not useful because it does 
not force the five great powers to 
unite on major issues. Nor could 
it, for all human history including 
20 years’ experience of the League 
of Nations, proves that to build a 
world order on the supposed 
unanimity of great 
powers is to build on sand, 


sovereign 


The governments of three of the oe 


big five—France, 
and China—know this. 
Byrnes has got ag far as stating 
that “veto or no veto,” the prin- 
ciples and purposes of the Charter 
must. be defended, “with arms if 
necessary.” 


The Soviet Government, feeling 
itself in a minority among the na- 
tions, still clings to the veto, That 
is why it opposes the American 
plan for the control of atomic 
energy~—which contains an at- 
tempt to side-step the veto, 

The world dearly needs the co- 
operation of the Soviet Union. But 
the governments that are attack- 
ing the veto feel that they cannot 
afford to wait for peace until 
Moscow makes up its mind af- 
firmatively. 


The Move for Revision. 


The attacking governments 
know too that they cannot possibly 
get the veto power eliminated by 
action within the United Nations, 
For @ San Francisco the great 
powers not only insisted upon a 
charter that placed them above a 
system of constraint all lesser 
states must obey; they made it 
impossible to revise the Charter 
without the concurrence of all five 
great pqwers. 


The attacking governments be- 
lieve, however, that one of three 
things will happen: (1) Either the 
world’s peoples will see the in- 
adequacy of the United Nations 
and force their governments to 
accept its improvement; or (2) 
enough peoples will become dis- 
satisfied as to force the scrapping 
of this organization for a more 
effective organization; or (3) there 
will be a new war. 

Therefore they believe that they’ 
have no time to lose and must 
start their demand for Charter 
revision at this first United Na- 
tions Assembly.

LOS ANGELES. 


HE more you travel through the country, coming up against the 
shortages, the overcrowding, the soaring prices, the more clearly 
you are made to see what the basic American dilemma is. 


It 


comes through in spite of all the noisy political shouting, the babel 


of voices. 


If we are to have full employment, or anything approach- 


ing it, then we must use the new productive capacity that was created 


during the war. 


Our economy must expand in every direction. Above 


all, there must be more goods and services to be bought with the 


wages of 60,000,000 workers, 


This means more houses, more 
recreation centers, more shops, 
more restaurants, more trains and 
airplanes, more hotels, It means 


greater productivity on the farm. 

Yet in the face of the need for 
this expansion, we seem to be 
overcome with a kind of paralysis. 
It is a paralysis of mind, perhaps 
even more than the physical paral- 
yais of delays and obstructions, 
which keeps us from the goal of 
essential expansion. 


Chained to the Past. 


We are thinking still in terms 
of the economy of 1939 and 1940. 
We have not begun to accept the 
kind of expansion which calls for 
boldness and imagination; for 
breaking down the physical bar- 
riers of the constricted world we 
knew before the war. 

All the potentialities are here. 
This js a promised land just over 
the horizon. Yet we stand, like 
timid children, chained to the past 
and fearful of the future. 

In every city, the traveler en- 
counters a harsh, unpleasant fact 
that sums up our dilemma. That 
is the fearful congestion of traf- 
fic. which seems at times to 
threateu a breakdown, The nar- 
row streets of another age are 
clogged with the machines of the 
present, It is a striking and dra- 
matic symbo! of our plight, 


We Dread Expansion. 


Everyone complains about it. 
Weil, it’s bad enough now, they 
say, but what will it be ike when 
all the new care get on the 
streets’ Jt is almost as though 
we dreaded the expansion that 
must come if we are to avoid the 
eventual catastrophe of a glut of 
goods that cannot be sold, 

In almost every city, the need 
is for elevated highways, for high- 
speed boulevards, for a drastic re- 
distribution of the flow of traf- 
fic. You hear of plans for such es- 
sential changes and even of funds 
get aside during the war to meet 
the costs. But there are few signs 
that the work is about to begin or 
even that it can be done. 

Here,. of course, the tragic fact 
of our price inflation is at work. 
A fund set aside for an essential 


new sanitarium—is now Inade- 
quate, It will meet only half the 
coat, 


Parrot Cries. 


The mounting spiral of prices 
threatens to close the avenues 
that lead to an expanded econ- 
omy. That is the real meaning of 
the scarcities and the bidding up 
of prices in the scramble for what 
there is to buy. , 


The need for some controls, 
some restraints, is so glaring. Yet 
what we get in this strange po- 
litical campaign is the parrot cry 
of “free enterprise” repeated over 
and over. The implication in this 
is that the Administration § in 
Washington wants to regiment 
the nation's business. 


Nothing could be more false or 
more silly. In the same way, the 
application of “New Deal” to the 
Truman Administration is false. 
The men who were around Roose- 
velt, even down to the lowest 
ranks, are now almost all gone. 
Henry Wallace, whose influence 
in the Truman Cabinet never 
amounted to much, was almost 
the last leaf on the tree, 


Open-Minded West. 


There are signs that here on 
the Pacific Slope is a greater 
understanding of the need to cut 
through the narrow restrictions 
preventing the expansion so vital 
if our economy is to flourish. 

Southern California developed 
with the development of the motor 
car, The vast distances demand 
the use of the motor car. People 
are migrating here in unprece- 
dented numbers. Soldiers  sta- 
tioned in the area during the war 
are coming back to live and bring- 
ing their families with them. At 
the same time, the number of 
cars in use is expanding at a 
phenomenal rate. There is said 
to be one car for approximately 
every two persons in this region 
today. 

But they are beginning to try 
to cope with the traffic problem. 
New boulevards are being laid 
out. It is a heartening sign that 
forces are moving to open the 
way for expansion. Perhaps be- 
cause they have fewer of the in- 
hibitions of the settled, older 
sections of America, they are

Dentist Swekosky Points Way 
to Funds for ‘Birthplace 
of Hot Dog.’ 


Restoration of the Jean Bap- 


Second street, believed to be the 
oldest residence still standing in 
St. Louis, was urged today by Dr. 
William G. Swekosky, St. Louis 
dentist whose hobby is St. Louis 
history and the old buildings of 


the city. 

Dr, Swekosky pointed out that 
the hew state constitution per- 
mits the state to preserve historic 
landmarks and he advocates 
using some of the present surplus 
in state funds for that purpose. 


The. exact date of erection of 
the Roy house is unknown, but it 
is believed to have been 1829 or 
1830, Dr. Swekosky said. The 
house, part of which was used 
for many years as a butcher shop, 
is also claimed as the birthplace 
of the “hot dog.” The building 
has been vacant for some time 
and is now in poor repair, 

The land on which it stands 
was sold to Pierre Chouteau Jr 
and his wife Emelie to Roy for 
$1200 in 1823. Roy, a native of 
Carondelet, was a fur trader and 
merchant and before settling in 
St. Louls Roy had founded the 
town of Cote sans Dessein, now 
washed away at the junction of 
the Osage and Missouri rivers, 


In 1846 the house was sold to 
Roy’s brother, Louis E. Roy, who 
lost it on a mortgage foreclos ire 
in 1874. It was acquired for $6000 
by Jonn Boepple, a butcher, who 
had his shop on the first floor 
and lived on the second. He op- 
erated the shop there until his 
death in 1901, and it is Boepple 
who is said to have originated the 
“hot dog.”

ERNEST THOMPSON 
SEION, AUTHOR, DIES 


Writer on Wildlife and Au- 
thority on Indian Lore Was 
86 Years Old. 


SANTE FE, N.M., Oct. 23 (AP) 
-—Ernest Thompson Seton, world- 
famed author and authority on In- 
dian lore and wildlife, died this 
morning at his home in Seton 
village, 10 mileg south of Santa 
Fe, He was 86 years old, 

Seton died at his 30-room adobe 
residence on a 2500-acre tract, 

Still active despite his years, 
Seton only a short time ago com- 
pleted his forty-second book and 
had made plans for a 10,000-mile 
lecture tour, He also helped place 
a new roof recently on his 50,000- 
volume library. 

His best known book probably 
“Wild Animals I Have 
Known,” published in 1898. It 
contained 200 of his drawings. 
Thig book attracted the attention 
of Theodore Roosevelt and the 
two became great personal friends. 

Rudyard Kipling also said the 
volume led him to write his 
“Jungle Tales.” 

He was chairman of the com- 
mittee whi established the Boy 
Scouts of America in 1910, wrote 
the organization's first manual and 
was installed as Chief Scout, a 
position he held for five years. 

Seton is survived by his widow, 
the former Julia Butree, who is 
an authority on Indian lore; a 
daughter, Ann, who under the pen 
name of Anya Seton, wrote the 
best seller, “Dragonwyck”; an 
adopted daughter, Beulah, 8, and 
three grandchildren, He was di- 
vorced from his first wife, Grace 
Gallatin, a writer on the Orient 
and Near East. 

He was prominently in the pub- 
lic prints in 1904 when the late 
John Burroughs, the naturalist, 
accused him and his followers of 
being “nature fakers.” They later 
became fast friends, Burroughs 
retracted what he had written, 
and both worked together to get 
a bill passed by Congress for the 
conservation of migratory birds. 


JOHN H. CAMPBELL DIES: 
MINING ENGINEER CONSULTANT 


John H,. Campbell, a mining and 
metallurgical engineer, died today 
of a heart attack at his home, 7007 
Maryland avenue, University City. 
He was 74 years old. 

A graduate of the Washington 
University School of Engineering 
in 1895, Mr. Campbell became as- 
sociated with the Robert W. Hunt 
Co. of Chicago, about 1908 as man- 
ager of its St. Louis office, In 
1914 he went to Chicago to take 
charge of the. company's physical 
and chemical testing laboratory. 
In 1926 he returned to St. Louls 
to practice as a consultant in his 
field and during the war years 
was employed by Standard Steel 
Spring Co. on the East Side, 

He is survived by his wife, Ma- 
rian Desloge Campbell; a daughter, 
Mrs. lh J. Vogler of University 
Citys two sons, Jules D. and Owen 
T. Campbell of University City, and 
a brother, James T, Campbell of 
Deland, Fla.

the agricultural cartels and guards 
farms “from attempts at viola- 
tions of the charter.” 

The statute was adopted “for 
solution of the problems of col- 
lective farm construction.” 

The charters of the cartels will 
be changed according to recom: 
mendations of leaders of collec- 
tive farm conatruction; measures 
will be worked out for systematic 
expansion of farm economy and 
to encourage collectives which 
“honestly and accurately” fulfill 
their obligations, 

The statute stipulates that pub- 
lic land shall be guarded against 
“plundering and infringements of 
private property and grafting ele- 
ments who use collectives for 
speculation and private gain.” The 
council also must guard againat 
“misuse of local workers” and 
‘misuse of farms’ income.” The 
council must see to it that the in- 
come ia distributed In accord with 
the charters and “uncontrolled 


and wself-willed"” disposal of  in- 
comes will not be allowed, 

In the section dealing with 
labor, the council! is Instructed to 
“strengthen and increase the im- 
portance of the labor day”; look 
into waste of labor days and the 
swelling of farm executive staffs 
and go after “grafters and para- 
sites who avoid productive work 
and try to live on the efforts of 
farmers who work honestly.”

EDWARD M. RUDDY, 


He has served on the bench 
since November, 1938, when he 
was elected to the unexpired two- 
year term of James M. Douglas, 
now a Judge of the Supreme 
Court of Missouri. He has been 
indorsed by the Bar Association 
of St. Louis by a vote of 551 to 
45. His majority of 154 votes over 
the required two-third vote was 
the second largest given to in- 
dorsed candidates in this election. 

Judge Ruddy was born in 8t. 


St. Lowis (8), Mo. @ Louis, He is 47, married, has three 


children and resides at 5016 Thek- 
la avenue. He attended public 
and parochial schools, McKinley 
High School, Benton College of 
Law and the City College of Law 
and Finance. Entered practice in 
1925. Was a candidate for justice 
of the peace in 1934, Under ap- 
pointment by former Mayor Dick- 
mann, he served as Police Judge 
from November, 1936, until elected 
to the Circuit bench. When a 
candidate for Circuit Judge in 
1940 he was indorsed by the Bar 
and Lawyers’ associations, but 
was omitted from the McDonald 
committee slate. 

He instructed the grand jury 
in 1939 to investigate the noto- 
rious fire insurance rate compro- 
mise, with the result that former 
State Superintendent of Insur- 
ance R. Emmett O’Malley was in- 
dicted on a bribery charge. 

In a 1942 decision he ruled that 
voters must register from their 
actual place of residence and may 
not establish a so-called voting 
address. ° 

His order directing the city of 
St. Louis to pay $12,000 fees to 
counsel for the late Circuit Judge 
Thomas J. Rowe, in the unsuc- 
cessful contempt of court proceed- 
ing against the Post-Dispatch and 
two staff members, was reversed 
by the Supreme Court of Missouri. 

While presiding in the Court of 
Domestic Relations, which handles 
divorce cases, he was critical of 
hasty marriages, asserting that 
“the thing that made this coun- 
try great is family life produced 
by planned marriages entered into 
with deliberation.” He has served 
as president of the Holy Name So- 
ciety and as a member of the 
Board of Children’s Guardians. 


HARRY F. RUSSELL 


He is completing his second six- 
year term on the bench. He failed 
to receive the indorsement of the 
Bar Association of St. Louis. His 
vote in that preferential poll was 
314 to 260, a simple majority of 
54 votes for retention, but 69 votes 
short of the required two-thirds 
majority for indorsement.

Served as 
an assistant circuit attorney under 
Lawrence McDaniel 1917-21, except 
for 14 months as a cadet in the 
Army aviation corps.

Was not 
indorsed by Bar Association when 
he was elected to the bench in 
1934, but was indorsed by the 


The judicial candidates are, in effect, running on 
their records, without opponents, and on a separate ballot without party 
All the judges here whose terms are expiring are candi- 
dates to retain their places; all of them, with the exception of one ap- 
pointed last year, had been elected to their present terms as Democrats 
in 1940 under the old partisan system. The question now before the vot- 
ers, for decision by majority vote in the case of each judge, is whether 
he shall be retained in office for a six-year term. 


Bar and Lawyers’ associations 
and slated by the McDonald com- 
mittee in 1940. As presiding judge 
of the Circuit Court in 1936, he 
obtained booklets simplifying legal 
terms and explaining courtroom 
procedure for distribution to 
jurors, In 1939 he upheld the city 
cigarette tax of 2 cents a package 
in a test case, 

Judge Russell attracted wide- 
spread attention in 1942 through 
his vigorous efforts to push the 
investigation of the death of Ed- 
ward Melendes, a Mexican waiter, 
in a cell at police headquarters, 
following a beating. The inquiry 
was marked by clashes’ with 
Henry G. Morris, then Acting Cir- 
cuit Attorney, and police, and ap- 
peals to the Governor for aid. 

Judge Russell dismissed one 
grand jury because of dissatisfac- 
tion with its investigation, A 
second grand jury indicted three 
city detectives on charges of man- 
Slaughter in the death, Circuit 
Judge William L. Mason subse- 
quently quashed the indictments 
because of Judge Russell’s “un- 
authorized” appearance before the 
grand jurors and because of “the 
prejudicial character of what he 
said and did in the presence of 
the grand jury.” 

In another phase of the case, 
the St. Louls Court of Appeals 
held that Judge Russell exceeded 
his authority in demanding the 
transcript of proceedings before 
the first grand jury. Judge Russell 
asserted he did not want to dis- 
cover what the testimony had 
been, but wanted to learn what 
legal advice had been given to 
the jury and by whom. 


EUGENE J. SARTORIUS. 


He is completing his twelfth 
year on the bench. He failed to 
receive the indorsement of the 
Bar Association of St. Louis for 
retention in office, 213 to 368. He 
was the only incumbent who failed 
to receive a simple majority vote 
in the poll, and was 175 votes 
short of the required two-thirds 
majority for indorsement, 

John I. Rollings, executive sec- 
retary of the AFL Central Trades 
and Labor Union, announced that 
its new AFL Nonpartisan Political 
Committee would conduct a 
vigorous campaign against Judge 
Sartorius, whom it regards as a 
“notorious enemy of labor.” 

A native St. Louisan, Judge 
Sartorius is 62, married, has two 
children and resides at 4700 
Prather avenue. He attended St. 
Louis University and has been a 
lawyer for more than 37 years. 
He has been on the public pay- 
rolls, or a candidate for office, at 
intervals since about 1901, when 
he was 17 years old. His first 
public job was secretary to a city 
official. He was a deputy circuit 
clerk 1902-07, and was the first 
deputy in Juvenile Court upon its 
establishment. In 1925 he was the 
Democratic nominee for Comp- 
troller, defeated by Louis Nolte by 
53,200 votes, although William L. 
Igoe, Democrat, lost the mayoralty 
by only 3129. 

In 1930 Sartorius was indorsed 
by the Bar’ Association for. 
Prosecuting Attorney, following a 
Republican effort in the primary 


to defeat Harry Rosecan, who was 


nominated and. elected. Their 
contest aroused the greatest inter- 
est of that election, in the pro- 
hibition era. Both candidates 
promised they would not prosecute 
makers of homebrew for home 
consumption or carriers of liquor 
flasks. 

With the Democrats in power, 
Sartorius was elected Circuit 
Judge in November, 1934, but 
failed to get the Bar Association’s 
indorsement. In the lawyers’ poll, 
he ranked sixteenth among the 18 
nominees of the two parties, From 
time to time his actions on the 
bench have been questioned, criti- 
cized or overturned. 

Within a year after he went on 
the bench there were reports that 
he planned a political shakeup of 
the gtaff of Juvenile and Domestic 
Relations Courts to make jobs for 
Democrats, which he _ denied. 
Eventually he fired eight of the 
probation staff, five of whom lost 
a court fight to hold their jobs. 

In December, 1936, Sartorius 
conducted a star-chamber proceed- 
ing in awarding a pre-arranged 
divorce to Mrs. Emily Milliken 
Lambert from J. D. Wooster Lam- 
bert, multi-millionaire sportsman. 
She was granted $1,600,000 gross 
alimony and custody of her two 
children. Judge Sartorius excluded 
newspapermen from the hearing, 
which was concluded one hour 
and 40 minutes after the suit was 
filed. He explained he had 
promised attorneys in the case a 
private hearing. ; 

The private hearing was in his 
chambers, and reporters were not 
allowed to see the petition until 
after the decree was granted, The 
State Constitution required that 
the sitting of every court shall be 
public. A transcript of the testi- 
mony was not filed in the public 
court records until four days after 
the hearing. A week later, the Cir- 


cuit Judges in general term. dis- 


cused the matter, considering the 
advisability of requiring an inter- 
val of several days between the 
filing of the petition for a pre-ar- 
ranged divorce and the granting 
of a decree, but no action was 
taken, 


The Supreme Court of Missouri, 
in 1939, permanently barred Judge 
Sartorius from enforcing orders 
removing former Gov, Henry §8, 
Caulfield as co-trustee of the First 
National Co., in Hquidation, and 
removing members of a committee 
for holders of the firm's invest- 
ment participation certificates. 
The Supreme Court, holding that 
Sartorius had exceeded his juris- 
diction, found “no merit” in the 
charges and grounds advanced for 
ordering Caulfield’s removal. As 
to the ouster of committee mem- 
bers, the court said the facts on 
which Sartorius based “his gen- 
eral findings of unworthiness are 
scantily set forth in his decree,” 
and pointed out that 78 per cent 
of the certificate holders wanted 
the committe members retained 
while only a fraction of 1 per cent 
“are clamoring for their removal.” 

When Judge Sartorius wag re- 


elected in 1940 he ran last in the 
Bar Association preferential poll. 
He also failed to receive the in- 
dorsement of the Lawyers’ Asso- 
clation and was omitted from the 
McDonald committee slate. 

During a six-week period in 10943, 
while he was presiding temporar- 
ily over all three criminal divi- 
sions of Circuit Court, Sartorius 
granted 51 paroles to persona con- 
victed of crime. By the end of the 
year seven of these paroles had 
been revoked. The parole officer's 
records showed that, of 153 paroles 
granted by other judges on recom- 
mendation of his office only three 
had been revoked for cause. Sar- 
torius granted Many paroles im- 
mediately after sentence was im- 
posed, 

About 75 per cent of the 238 
paroles he granted in seven years 
were ordered by him without a 
report by the parole officer, in 
disregard of a Circuit Court rule. 
He advanced a number of rea- 
sons in defense of his policy, in- 
cluding the assertion that some 
were granted to enable men to 
be drafted into the armed forces, 
Four other Circuit Judges pub- 


licly criticized him for his prac- 
tice, and asserted the rule requir- 
ing the parole reports should be 
observed, 

In 10943 the State Supreme Court 
reversed a decision by Judge Sar- 
torlua in which he held that Clar-

THE RESULT was a bridge decades ahead of 
its time. .It was the first over the Mississippi 
as far south as St. Louls. It was not only the 
first to use steel] extensively, but the first to use 
hollow chord members and the first to use pneu- 
matic calssons in the founding of large bridge 
piers. The authorization bill passed by Congress 
called for a center span of 500 feet, Eads made 
his center span 520 and the end spans on each 
side 502 feet. These graceful arches in them- 
selves were wonders of the time. 

Finally on July 2, 1874, 14 heavy locomotives 
moved slowly out on the two tracks on the rail- 
road deck and proved that the steel spans would 
support a weight of more than 700 tons. Those 
who gathered on the levee, half-expecting the 
great structure to collapse in the river, remained 
to cheer. Then came the long lines of carriages 
_and paraders to Bloody Island and the East Side. 

Someday somebody in Hollywood will find out 
about Eads Bridge's fascinating story and make 
a real thriller out of it—a movie with the wide 
appeal and enduring value of “The Story of 
Louis Pasteur” and “Madame Curie.”

Any stuffed food arouses Inter- 
est. There's an immediate urge 
to find out if it tastes as good 
as it appears. Onions with some 
protein stuffing can be made just 
as delicious and exciting as 
stuffed tomatoes, potatoes or even 
chicken. But to make them pret- 
ty, there ave a few tricks to learn, 
They require precooking so that 
after stuffing they can finish to 
that desired tenderness without 
overcooking the stuffing. Remov- 
ing the slice at the stem end and 
making the inch-long incision 
through to the center is necessary 
to make the inside center pop out 
and leave beautiful cups with a 
wall of even thickness all the way 
around, Canned baked beans and 
corned beef hash can be used in 
place of chicken for stuffing. 

Stuffed Baked Onions, 

Four large onions, about 9 oz, 
each; one tablespoon shortening, 
one cup chopped leftover chicken, 
one half cup finely chopped cel- 
ery, one half cup soft bread 

, crumbs, one and one half cups 
thin white sauce or thickened 
chicken broth, salt and pepper, 
one third cup bread or cracker 
crumbs, two tablespoons marga- 
rine, one egg yolk, 

Dip the onions In hot water a 
few seconds to toughen their 
akine so they can be peeled off 
sleek without nicking into their 
flesh, Remove a half-inch slice 
from the stem end and make an 
inch-long incision a half inch up 
from the bottom root end and 
through past the center. Cover 
with boiling water and cook rap- 
idly uncovered until onion begins 
to get tender and the centers be- 
gin to pop out—about 30 minutes,

OW long should you stay in 
He after an illness? 
Naturally, the answer to this 
depends on how sick you have 
been and on the type of sickness 
ou have experienced, It can only 

@e answered in detail by the doc- 
tor in charge ,but, in general, med- 
ical opinion today favors shorter 
periods of bed rest than in the 
past. 

Of course when a patient is 
acutely ill, he is put to bed and, 
as long as he is really sick, there 
is usually no difficulty about keep- 
ing him there. On the other hand, 
there are many long-drewn-out 
disorders, which in the past were 
also thought to demand bed rest. 
Today, there is some question as 
to just how much good such pro- 
longed rest in bed may do, In- 
deed, certain recent discoveries 
indicate that it may in some cases 
work harm, 

x « * 


SAYS Dr. F. Kenneth Albrecht 
of Florida, prolonged rest in bed 
may produce a variety of changes 
in the body, many of which may 
actually be harmful, and which 
are similar to the changes that go 
on following a severe injury or 
the wasting of some prolonged 
disease, He says that rest in bed, 
if continued for three or four 
weeks, will reduce the volume of 
the circulating blood. It will cause 
the heart to beat more rapidly 
and may reduce the size of the 
heart, It alao may interfere with 
the way the blood vessels adjust 
themselves to changes from a 
lying-down position to a sitting or 
standing position. 

Studies of persons who have re- 
mained in bed for thia length of 
time have shown certain changes 
in the electrocardiogram or elec- 
trical tracing of the heart beat 
which indicate less ability of the 
ehart to adjust iteelf to changes 
of position, 

~*~ * 

STUDIES of the blood have 
shown an increase in the forma- 
tion of lactic acid during the fol- 
lowing muscular work in patients 
who have had a long period of 
rest in bed. Other changes iIn- 
clude lessened efficiency of the 
breathing organs, less strength in 
the muscles of the intestines, with 
the development of constipation, 
and lessened endurance for simple 
muscular work. 

As a general rule, after three or 
four weeks of rest in bed, within 
the first few days out of bed these 
various changes in the body are 
overcome, at least to some extent. 
However, full restoration may re- 
quire several weeks even when a 
physical training program is car- 
ried out. 

All of this does not mean that 
bed rest should not be employed 
in the treatment of many dis- 
orders. But, in all cases, the exact 
amount of reat necessary must be 
determined by the physician. He 
can decide just how much rest is 
needed to aid in overcoming the 
iliness without interfering with 
the functions of the body,

bid two suits, you should “name 
your preference.” Unfortunately, 
however, what is true in an ele- 
mentary sense is not always true 
in more advanced play. Take this 
sort of deal, for instance:

The bidding: 
South West 
lL spade Pass

South lost five tricks and suf- 
fered a 500-point penalty. At 
three diamonds, which East un- 
doubtedly would have allowed him 
to play, South would have gone 
down only one, and his honors 
would have wiped out even that 
loss, 

The point of this article is that 
South should have been permitted 
to play three diamonds—certainly, 
ns far as his own -partner was 
concerned! Obviously, North felt 
obliged to “take South back to his 
firat-bid suit,” as a mere prefer- 
ence—but consider! To begin with, 
North's one no trump response to 
the spade opening was optimistic 
in itself--a meek pass would not 
have been too cowardly on North's 
almost hopeless holding. Then 
Kast bid hearts, and the greatest 
part of North's sliim values, the 
heart king, became a highly ques- 
tionable asset. In short, North 
had little enough before the heart 
bid; after that bid, he had vir- 
tually nothing. 

So, despite the strength of 
South's three-dlamond bid, North 
knew (or should have known) 
that there was no “future” in the 
hand. After all, South had not 
opened with a twobid! That be- 
ing so, why give South the chance 
to keep on bidding? From North’s 
point of view any undoubled con- 
tract was all right; therefore 
simple logic demanded that three 
diamonds be passed, at least,.un- 
til it was doubled, Perhaps South 
should: have passed to three 
spades, but he should not have 
been given any temptation!
